Last month's kidnapping and brutal murder 
of Ephraim Elrom, the Israel Consul-General 
in Istanbul, were the culmination of a series of 
outrages in Turkey which began many months 
ago. Does all this violence mean that the coun- 
try will be obliged to resort to an authoritarian 
— and maybe extremist — mode of administra- 
tion? This question is here discussed — and 
answered, thoughtfully, in the negative — by a 
man brought up in Istanbul and who knows 
Turkey and Turkish ways well: ANDREW 
MANGO of the B.B.C’s External Service. 


LONDON (FWF). — 
ὙΤΒΕΕΥ is going through a 
troubled time. After more than 
two years of student disorders — 
in which some 20 young peopie 
were killed, mainly in faction fights 
— ἃ democratically elected govern- 
ment, headed by Mr. Suleyman De- 
murel, leader of the Justice Party, 
was ousted by the armed forces on 
March 12. Martial law was pro- 
claimed in 11 of the country’s 67 
Provinces on April 26. 

The Israeli Consul-General in Is- 
tanbul was abducted on May 19 and 
later murdered by left-wing ex- 
tremists calling themselves the ‘furk- 
ish People’s Liberation Army. This 
outrage was followed by widespread 
arrests not only of student mili- 
tants, but of almost the entire in- 
tellectual leadership of the Turkish 
left-wing movement. All this has 
Prompted the question: 15 Turkey 
going the way of Greece or even 
of some Arab countries? The an- 
sSwer is almost certainly neither. 

True, Turkey shares with parts of 
the Third World the problems and 
tensions of rapid development. Its 
Population, which since the pro- 
clamation of the Republic in 1923 
has trebled to 86 million, is cur- 
rently rising by a million a year. 
Tts citles are growing even faster 
and are, as a result, ringed by 
Shanty towns. Despite great ad- 
vances In the production of cash 
crops, agriculture is not developing 
fast enough to feed the country. 

‘New industries are not, on the 
whole, competitive in world mar- 
kets. Some $200-$300 million of 
foreign aid is needed every year to 
cover the deficit In the balance of 
payments. Inflation leads to recur- 
rent devaluations of the currency — 
the Turkish lira dropping from 2.80 
to the dollar in the early 1950s to 
16 to the dollar today.

The State Education Law 1953 clearly states: 


“Paragraph 8 (a) (1) The functions of the District Supervisor 
are to intervene fn State education institutions on administrative 
matters only.” 


In his statement of December 15, 1970, the Legal 
Adviser to the Government explicitly said: 


“The District Supervisor is authorized to cali gupervisorg and 
instructora in his district for consultation on pedagogical mat- 
ters, but this authority does not apply to supervisors and instruc- 
tors of State religious education, under the specific regulation οἱ 
Paragraph 8 (a) qe : 


Our Agents: ᾿

One immediate problem which 
people in Israel and other arid 
climates faceis the hot,dry wind 
that comes fromthe desert and is 
widely experienced in Jerusalem as 
wellasin the rest of the country and 
indeed the whole Mediterranean 
area. The sharav is one of many 
hot winds experienced in the world, 
similar to the Santa Ama of South- 
ern Calfornia, the Arizona desert 
winds, the hamsin of the Arab coun- 
tries and the foehn of Switzerland, 
South Germany and Austria, all of 
which cause a wide range of dis- 
abling symptoms among’ patients, 
inching depression, discomfort, 
headaches, irritability and exacer- 
bation of respiratory aliments. 


Influence of sharav on man 


Pioneering research on the ef- 
fects of the sharay on humans is 
carried out on an ongoing basis at 
the Hebrew University’s Depart- 
ment of Applied pharmacolgy, 
sheaded by Professor F.G. Sulman, 
which is equipped with both labora- 
tory and clinical facilities for sha- 
τὰν sufferers in Jerusalem. 

By examining the urine speci” 
mens of over 400 patients, many 
of them living in kibbutzim and 
other settlements in the desert, with 
others being city dwellers in Je- 
rusalem, University researchers, aid- 
ed by a grant from the U.S, Public 
‘Health Service, have been able to 
distinguish three categories of sha- 
Tav-induced ailments, and have gub- 
sequently developed appropriate 
measures for curing them. 

In the first category of sharav- 
sufferers, symptoms of irritability,

Over 30 per cent of all students 
handled by the Students’ Adminis- 
tration of the Ministry of Absorp- 
tion came from countries in Afri- 
ca and Asia.

The High Army Court of Ap- 
peals, which on Wednesday upheld 
the sentences handed down on four 
officers and one non-commissioned 
officer who were connected with an 
explosion that cost the lives of 24 
soldiers, has recommended that a 
high-ranking officer, their immediate 
superior, be tried as well. 

Barlier, a lower military court 
had sentenced two officers — a 
Heutenant and αἰ second-Heutenant 
— to 18 and nine months, respec- 
tively. Two other officers and a 
sergeant were acquitted. The inci- 
dent took place in the Eilat Naval 
Port 18 months ago, when a mine- 
Jaden truck returning from Shad- 
wan blew up. 

The High Court—presiied over by 
Aluf Yitzhak Hofl and including Tel 
Aviv District Court Judge Yosef 
Hariah, a Heutenant-colonel in the 
reserves — ruled that the high- 
ranking officer should have been pit 
on trial, if only to dispel the notion 
that junior officers were being scape- 
goated while the “brass” escaped 
punishment. : 

The Court sat after appeals were 
fled by both the Army and the 
convicted men. While the former 
felt that the sentences bad been too 
light, the men were of the opinion 
that they had been treated too 
harshly. In addition to their sen- 
tences, both officers were demoted 


to the rank of private. 

The explosion occurred when a 
Leyland truck, loaded to the hilt 
with ed mines, was driven off 
a landing craft in the Naval Port. 
Twenty-four men were Killed and 
another 40 injured. 

According to the judgment, the 
mines were brought back from 
Shadwan primed. The high-ranking 
officer whom the Court now re- 
commends should go on trial, told 
the Heutenant that the mines should 
be defused, but failed to specify 
when. He then flew home «and left 
the lieutenant in charge of the ope- 
ration. The lieutenant, in turn, also 
flew home — leaving no clear or- 
ders as to how and when the mines 
ehould be defused. The second-leu- 
tenant travelled back to Eilat 
aboard the landing craft; but in- 
stead of commanding ‘the off-loading 
operation, he went ashore and met 
with friends. 

The Court held that there had 
been ample time to defuse the mines 
vefore the lorry boarded the land- 
ing craft at Shadwan for Eilat. 

The defendants were represented 
by the Chief Army Advocate, Sgan- 
Aluf Dalia Dorner, and Messrs. Nah- 
man Amitai, Uzi Atzmon, Hliezer 
Pugetz and Shimon Eyal. 

The Army was represented by the 
Chief Army Prosecutor, Sgan-Aluf 
David Yisrael. =

NAZARETH 
TERRORIST 


LYDDA. — A member of the Zuabt 


family of Nazareth was this week. 


sentenced to 17 years’ imprisonment 
for acts of terrorism and member- 
ship in the Fatah. He is Za’ld Tew- 
fik Zuabi, 26 of Nazareth.

Zuabi and Deputy Health Minister 
‘Abdul Aziz Zuabi.) 

The accused was convicted inter 
alia of having planted an explosive 
charge at the foot of an electrical 
transformer in Romema in Jerusa- 
‘lem in June, 1969. reer τὰ 

With Zuabi In the dock was 26- 
year-old Sa'id Ra’id Dadu, of Jeru- 
salem, who recelved a Hfe sentence 
as 8, leader ‘of the Fatah cell in 
which Zuabi operated. He was held 
responsible for 12 acts of terrorism, 
ineluding throwing a grenade at the 
Mulitary Government headquarters in 
Jerusalem, another at Kishle police 
station in the Capital. He also hurled 
grenades at soldiers and policemen. 

Zuabi’s counsel claimed that his 
client regretted his actions, and 
that he had Jeft the Fatah cell after 
the Romema bombing. He asked the 
court to take account of the fact 
that his wife had just given birth 
to a daughter. 

But the Court President, Sgan- 
Aluf A. Alperin, rejected his claims, 
pointing out that he had acted 
throughout with malice aforethought, 
and even put his — with Israeli 
Plates — at the disposal of the ter- 
torlsts, to carry out the Romema 
bombing.

He added that 
there would be 4 special meeting 
on the subject of the negotiations, 
chaired by Health Minister Vic- 
tor Shemtoy in Jerusalem this 
morning. 

Earller at the Executive meeting 
representatives of the hospital em- 
ployees walked out of the hall when 
Mr. Yehuda Yudin of Mapam de- 
fended the Government's issuing 
the orders on humenitarian grounds, 
referring to the poor condition the 
patients were in. 

Gahal and State List motiona to 
censure the Secretary-General were 
defeated with only the two parties 
themselves voting for it. Motions 
by left-wing factions, from Rakah 
to New Left, to castigate the Gov- 
ernment for ‘the orders, were also 
defeated. 


HEADING FOR ANARCHY 


Mr. Uriel Abrahamowicz, Head of 
the Trade Union Department of the 
‘Histadrut, warned the Executive that 
the country would be heading for 
anarchy if signatories to work con- 
tracts did not stick to the letter 
and the spirit of what they had 
signed. 

“I know that there is no con- 
tract which cannot be circumvent- 
ed ty interpretetion: however, we 
shall be unable to continue as an 
organized society if the simple for- 
mality of contract is not adhered 
to,” Mr. Abrahamowicz sald.
